Completing  its  second  successful  season  under 
mentor,  Gil  Powers,  the  Creston  gridders  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  city's  strongest  teams,  despite  the 
loss  of  such  boys  as  Joe  McGee,  Jack  Moroski, 
Charles  Visner,  and  Burt  Brown  of  the  43-'44  squad. 
Although  their  opponents  barely  outscored  them, 
the  Polar  Bears  finished  second  best  among  the 
grid  teams  of  the  city,  with  a  record  of  four  wins 
and  three  losses. 

Creston  started  the  season  with  six  returning 
veterans  —  Cal  Miller,  Stewart  Johnson,  Tom  Mc- 
Gee, Cornie  Buyze,  Wes  Miller  Joe  Vogt,  Bud  Elve, 
a  speedy  back  who  was  a  transfer  to  Creston  from 
Davis  Tech  —  and  several  other  stellar  letter  win- 
ners. This  evidence  gave  us  reason  to  look  forward 
to  an  excellent  season  and  the  outcome  showed 
our  reasoning  to  be  well  founded. 

The  first  two  games  seemed  to  be  somewhat  of 


a  setback,  as  they  were  lost  to  Central,  32- 1  2,  and 
Catholic,  I9-I3.  But  the  Bears  came  back  in  their 
tilt  against  Union  to  win  I  2-6.  The  remaining  four 
games  were  played  with  but  one  loss  —  to  South's 
State  Champions,  1 9-0,  the  other  three  having  re- 
sulted in  Creston's  favor  I  9-0,  I  3-0,  and  6-0  against 
Union,   Ottawa   and   Central   respectively. 

Creston  congratulates  every  fellow  on  the  team 
for  playing  such  really  good  games.  Unforunately, 
the  services  of  tackle  Howard  Broekema  and  back 
Walter  Bruce,  were  lost  for  three  of  Creston's  im- 
portant games  because  of  serious  illness.  Creston 
placed  a  grand  total  of  six  boys  on  the  All-City  first 
teams.  Tom  McGee  followed  in  his  brother  Joe's 
footsteps  by  landing  a  berth  on  the  All-City  first 
team.  Five  other  boys  —  Joe  Vogt,  Cal  and  Wes 
Miller,  Stew  Johnson,  and  Lyle  Carr  —  won  second 
team    honors.

BASKETBALL 


At  the  opening  of -the  '44-'45  basketball  season, 
Creston's  prospects  for  a  city  title  looked  very 
bright.  In  fact,  the  Bears  showed  their  strength  by 
winning  five  of  the  first  eight  games  played.  Among 
the  teams  which  tasted  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the 
scrappy  Polar  Bears,  were  Christian's  Eagles  and 
the  Union  Red  Hawks,  a  feat  which  is  indeed  one 
to  be  proud  of. 

Unfortunately  the  Bears  lost  the  services  of  regu- 
lars Olson  and  Vogt  because  of  mid-year  gradua- 
tion.

THE  "C"  CLUB 


The  tradition  of  the  "C"  Club  is  one  of  the 
oldest  at  Creston  High  School.  It  was  one  of  the 
first  societies  organized  at  Creston,  dating  back  to 
the  year  1927.  That  was  the  first  year  any  boys 
had  won  their  major  "C".  The  organization  of  the 
club  in  1927  was  due  to  the  earnest  efforts  of  Mr. 
E.  C.  Buss,  then  coach,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Upton, 
principal.  These  two  gentlemen  made  the  "C" 
Club  one  of  the  most  prominent  clubs  in  the  school, 
and  this  prominence  has  grown  through  the  eighteen 
years  the  club  has  functioned. 

In  1931,  the  members  of  the  club  introduced 
the  wearing  of  Polar  Bears  on  the  sleeves  of  varsity 
sweaters.    For  the  past  five  or  six  years  the  promo- 


tion of  ticket  sales  to  all  sports  games  has  been  the 
club's  particular  object. 

This  year,  the  activities  of  the  "C"  Club  were 
centered  around  a  new  set  of  "rules"  which  the 
members  formulated  —  I.  Boys  may  not  wear  "C" 
sweaters  and  stripes  unless  properly  earned.  2.

However,  they  are  allowed  to  wear  their 
minor  "C"  if  they  earned  it  in  the  A.B.  Club,  or 
in  some  other  organization.  3.  No  one  may  wear 
varsity  sweaters  from  other  schools  unless  they  were 
earned  there  before  attending  Creston.
